Over eighty per cent. of the population
cannot read. A large part of the more
educated people, disgusted with Romish
superstitions, have gone over into athe-
ism. The ecclesiastical authorities, ex-
asperated by the limitations put on their
“rights' to control eduocation and
nearly everything else by the new re-
publie, are at heart disloyal toit. A
form of protestantism has been spread-
ing, but it hus not been attended bya
corresponding troe religions cultore.
For these reasons there does not exist,
as yot, sufficient basis in the moral ideals
of the people for any secure and high
‘order of popular government.
